MEMORANDUM FOR THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE 

Subject: CIA Representation on the United States 
Strike Command Staff (U) 

Reference: Deputy Director of Central Intelligence 
Memorandum, dated 19 October I963 

1. This is to acknowledge receipt of the referenced 
memorandum wherein you concurred in the desirability of 
providing CIA Representation to the Staff of the United 
States Strike Command. Additionally, the nomination of 
CIA Representatives contained therein has been noted. 

2. .A conference relative to the subject was convened 
at this headquarters on 22 October 1963 , attended by 
representatives of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Central 
Intelligence Agency, US Strike Command, and Defense In- 
telligence Agency. The CIA Representative at this 
conference, Mr. James H. Critchfield, proposed the assign- 
ment of a CIA-Commander Designate and War Planner to the 
US Strike Command to be stationed in Washington. In 
addition, Mr. Critchfield proposed the assignment of a 
CIA Representative to be stationed at US Strike Command 
Headquarters. He further stated that the CIA would 
establish a war-room in Washington, connected to US 
Strike Command Headquarters with a high-speed, high 
capacity communications system in order that the Washing- 
ton office could be immediately responsive. 

3- The US Strike Command Representative at the con- 
Til r oI 1C ? 1 re N u ested to acquaint the Commander in Chief, 
US Strike Command with the views expressed by Mr. Critch- 
field. Thereafter, the Commander in Chief, US Strike 
Command should inform the Joint Chiefs of Staff of his re- 
quirements for CIA support.
